LEATHER,  SKINS  OF  ANIMALS  AS  MONEY 

The  Lacedaemonians  used  leather 
as  currency  and  Plato  states  that 
leather  money  was  employed  by  the 
Carthaginians  in  his  day  and  that 
it  was  no  doubt  the  earliest  cur- 
rency of  that  people.  The  citations 
probably  refer  to  the  skins  of  var- 
ious animals,  and  the  stamped  lea- 
ther which  it  is  claimed  was  used 
by  the  Romans  before  the  introduc- 
tion of  a copper  coinage  by  Nuraa 
Pompilius  was  perhaps  an  entire  skin 
or  pelt  rather  than  a distinctive 
coin.

It  is  also  stated  that  the  heads  of 
squirrels  were  used  in  Russia  in  the 
eleventh  century  as  a medium  of  ex- 
change, and  later  in  Poland. 

In  its  dealings  with  the  Indians, 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  made  fur 


lier.  These  were  cut  from  horse  hides  sktns  the  common  medium  of  exchange 
and  were  made  for  the  beleaguered  and  measure  0f  value, 
city  of  Tyrus.  This  coin  received 
the  name  of  Michieletta  from  its 
originator.  John  II,  King  of  France 
in  1360,  authorized  the  making  of 
small  leather  coins  with  small  gold- 
en threads  sewn  or  stamped  upon  then; 
this  he  had  to  do  because  his  treas- 
ury was  depleted  due  to  a ransom  of 
three  million  livres  paid  to  the 
English  nation.  Stamped  leather 
coins  were  issued  by  Leyden  in  1574, 
when  the  city  was  besieged  by  the 
Spaniards  under  Valdez;  they  bore  as 
a device  three  shields  and  a stag, 
with  the  letters  S.M.  and  H.S. 

Skins  of  animals  were  used  by  the 
Russians  at  an  early  period  and  lata* 

•they  employed  irregular  discs  and 
strips  of  leather  rudely  stamped. 

The  word  "rouble"  is  derived  from 
the  word  to  cut,  and  some  varieties 
of  Russian  copper  money  are  called 
Puli,  from  "poul"  - leather;  these 
words  are  probably  derived  from  the 
primitive  leather  currency  in  use 
in  that  country. 

A roll  of  circular  leather  tokens 
was  discovered  in  1910  in  the  arch- 
ives of  the  market  at  Aschbach  on 
the  Danube  in  upper  Austria.  These 
bore  the  crest  of  Philip  Bder  of  the 
guild  of  masons  and  stone-cutters  at 
Eferding  and  the  date  1804.  Leather 
strips  were  also  found  from  which 
these  tokens  were  cut.  Mr.  Franz 
Hirmann,  founder  of  the  museum  at 
Aschbach,  has  discovered  among  the

Q.  What  is  an  Angel? 

A.  An  Angel  is  an  English  gold  coin 
first  struck  by  Edward  IV  in 
1470.  It  received  its  name  from 
the  design  on  the  obverse  which 
represents  the  archangel  Michael, 
standing  with  his  left  foot  upon 
a dragon  and  piercing  him  through 
the  mouth  with  a spear.  On  the 
reverse  is  a ship  and  the  origi- 
nal inscription  reads  PER  CRUCEM 
TUAM  SALVA  NOS  CHRISTE  REDEMPTOR 
("By  thy  cross  save  us  0 Christ, 
our  Redeemer").  The  Angel  sues 
ceeded  the  Noble  and  was  not 
coined  after  1634. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  Touch-piece? 

A.  This  is  a gold  coin,  usually  the 
Angel,  which  was  handed  by  a mor> 
arch  to  a patient  suffering  from 
the  "king's  evil,"  a form  of 
scrofula.  The  coin  was  then 
hung  around  the  neck  of  the  af- 
flicted person  by  a white  ribbaj. 
This  practice  no  doubt  had  its 
origin  ina  believe  in  the  power 
of  kings  to  cure  diseases  based 
on  the  miracle  described  in  the 
gospel. of  St.  Mark( i. 40-41) . 

The  Elder  Pretender,  Charles 
Edward  Stuart,  claimed  the  power 
of  healing  by  touching  and  so 
did  his  two  sons,  Charles  and 
Henry,  and  some  of  all  of  these 
touch-pieces  are  still  extant, 
those  of  the  latter  bearing  the 
name  of  Henry  IX.  The  practice 
of  touching  was  repudiated  by 
William  III;  Queen  Anne  dispensed 
the  royal  gift  at  times  and 
George  I abandoned  it. 

Q.  What  is  meant  by  the  term  "mule1' 
in  reference  to  a coin? 

A.  This  is  a coin,  token  or  medal, 
made  by  using  two  dies  which  were 
not  originally  intended  for  each 
other.  This  tern  was  first  used 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  eigh- 
teenth century  and  it  may  have 
been  adopted  from  the  "Token 
Collectors1  Half-penny"  of  1796, 
the  reverse  of  which  represents 
an  ass  and  a mule  saluting  each 
other  with  the  inscription  "Be 
assured,  friend  mule,  you  shall 
never  want  my  protection."

Maundy  Money  was  first  issued  in 
1670  in  keeping  with  the  old  cus- 
tom of  distributing  the  royal  bounty 
to  certain  poor  persons  on  Maundy 
or  Holy  Thursday.  It  seems  that 
the  name  is  derived  from  the  maund 
or  bag  in  which  they  were  carried. 
They  consist  of  silver  Fourpence 
or  Groats,  Threepence,  Twopence 
or  half  Groats,  and  Pennies.  Al- 
though they  are  not  intended  for 
currency  they  are,  nevertheless, 
legal  tender. 

A considerable  number  of  Three- 
pences and  half  Groats  were  ex- 
ported to  Jamaica  during  the  reign 
of  Victoria  and  were  used  as  cur- 
rency there. 

The  practice  of  giving  out  coins 
to  the  populace  dates  back  to  the 
time  of  the  Roman  emperors  where 
such  pieces,  called  Missilia,  were 
thrown  to  the  public  on  festival 
days,  during  performances  at  the 
circus,  etc. 

Coins  which  were  struck  for  dis- 
tribution in  the  German  series, 

(to  be  distributed  during  commem- 
orative exercises)  were  called 
Auswurf  Munzen  - "money  to  be 
thrown  out."

THE  NOBLE 

This  gold  coin  of  Scotland  was 
first  issued  during  the  reign  of 
David  II  (1329-1371),  and  is  almost 
identical  in  type  with  the  contem- 
porary English  coin  of  the  same 
name. 

No  further  issues  of  Nobles 
appeared  until  the  second  coinage 
of  James  VI,  when  one  was  struck 
with  the  date  1580,  and  sometimes 
Cftlled  the  Bareheaded  Noble.  The 
Thistle  Noble  occurs  during  the 
fourth  coinage  of  the  monarch. 

The  silver  Noble  of  Scotland  is 
more  generally  known  as  the  Half 
Merk.  Its  original  weight  was  105 
grains  and  first  appeared  in  the 
second  coinage  of  James  VI,  with 
dates  from  1572  to  1580.  The  half 
Noble  or  quarter  Merk  was  issued 
at  the  same  time.  The  Noble  last 
appeared  in  Scottish  coinage  in  the 
reign  of  Charles  II,  from  1664  to 
1675,  inclusive.
